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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In the interest of clarifying the record, the Examiner would like to note that the 
heading for the rejection of claims 1,10,15, and 24 was mistakenly entered being under 
35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by Basilico. The heading was supposed to indicate 
that the claims were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Basilico in 
view of Yates, as correctly noted by Applicant (Page 1 1 , Lines 7-8 or Remarks). 

Response to Amendment 

2. The proposed amendments filed 3/3/05 have been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 3/3/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

4. With regard to Applicant's assertion that Basilico fails to teach the CAM 
"indicating whether to redirect the packet" or "configured to redirect traffic to a cache 
system based on a load balancing technique", the Examiner respectfully disagrees. As 
discussed in both the Office action of 8/10/2004 and the Office action of 4/22/2005, 
Basilico teaches redirecting the received packet to the selected processing device when 
the CAM indicates to redirect the received packet (col. 5 lines 24-27, note that the 
redirecting to another NIC when a destination is busy the switch/CAM implements 
dynamic load balancing technique); and sending the received packet to a destination 
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indicated by the received packet when the CAM does not indicate to redirect the 
received packet (step 512, col. 6 lines 10-15, note that when the destination is not busy, 
the packet is directed towards original destination).
